During the winter of 19h5-19b6, ETCHNANN was a prisoner in 
a U.S, pow camp at Rial.ni, Italy, £Z together with former Gectapo 
chief in Horse, KAPPLER , and tho former Ooetapo chief in Milan, an *x- 
naval officer (n.u. ) That winter, both BICHMAH and the ex-Naval officer 
wero transferred to another U.S. Pow camp and escaped, separately, after 
learning of the life sentence given KAPPLE3 by the Italians. 

Their escape route led from German through Innsbruck to Rome. 

In Roas th6y obtained Syrian laissea-passcrc, money, and tickets to Syria 
froa the Syrian Legation. The er-Saval officer arrived in Syria in l?ls6 
arid bde^io chief of Col. HmvTI's (SKISHAXLT's predecessor) body-guard. 
SICfflUWJ arrived ir. Syria 19l4?-l?U8. 

Aft or his arrival, El C PM ANN disassociated himself with the 
C-aratr. military advieors who hid veen brought to Syria to help fight 



th« Israelis and descrivcd himsaif as "Political Advisor to the Syrian 
Government*" Ha was converted to Islam in 19h8. In 1951, he came to 
Cairo and contacted the ex-Grand Mufti, Hajj Aaln al-HUSAYNIS in an effort 
io obyain financial help.

"An Agpnt Report 
emanating from CIC Sub-Detachment "B" in Linz discloses that Engineer 
Simon IiTFSEffTHAL, well-known journalist and .Israeli intelligence opera- 
tive, stated that a premium is offered amounting to 100,000 AHS for any 
leads that may result in apprehension of EICHMANN."

EICHMA.W was an early member of the SB, in tha old SD-Hauptamt IlAll 
( Juden-Referat) under Stubaf HAGEN, with whoa he, on HETSICH*a ordei'n, is 
said to have visited Palestine in 1937. In 1938 he was in Vienna where, 
in order to facilitate emigration of the Jews, be organised the Zentral- 
stalle fuer Jaedische Auswandererj later he was commissioned to organize 
aisdlar inatltutfcima in Berlin and Prague. In 191x2, HITDRICH put him in 
charge of a special Refers t, the Raeuzaungsreferat, with the purpose of 
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rsrroving M ntv:>eeirabD.e •.ilenents", primc-rily Jews, from certain arons. 

This was under Ant IV 3. For executive purposes, ETCHHAHS had a Sondcr- 
komsando with which he travelled about. Hie assistant, Stubaf OUENTHE?., 
and several members of the Sondorkamoando were SD numbers (as EICHHANN 
himself remained) while administrative details were handled largely b y 
Gestapo poroonnal. 

10. Presumably, EICHUA'tfN and tha Sonderkcoaande coax under the Jurisdiction 
of MUELLER 07 Amt 17, but often EICHMLANN received direct orders from 
HIMMLSR, In the case of Hungary, ECCHMANH was called by KALTEHBRWHSR to 
liquidate the Jewish problem.
